Red Bluff, where they held up the 
Eonk of Tehama this morning and 
stole $2,000. 


The bandits killed Hermanson in 
order to steal his automobile to make 
their getaway from the posses, when 
their own car, stolen from San Fran- 
cisco ‘had browen down. 

The pair both ‘boys of about twenty, 
were captured a few miles from the 
scene of the murder by 
ner, cattleman, and Ivan Baker, an 
oil truck driver, and were taken back 
to Red Bluff. 

While the chase of these two 
bandits was in progress a sheriff's 
posse of thirty men was pursuing 
a few miles away a lone ‘bandit, be- 
lieved to belong to the same gang. 
who held up Cashier Frank L. John- 
son of the First Savings Bank of 
Shasta County at Kennett and got 
away with $800. 

The bandits who shot and killed 
Hesrinanson entered the Red Bluff 
Bonk: armed with rifles and held up 
Clerk Frank Joy, forcing him into the 
back ‘part of the vault. Then they 
leaped into a big touring car outside 
and headed for the south. 

A mile out of Red Bluff the pair 
held up P. J. Shelton of Red Btuff 
with the evident intention of com- 
mandeering his car. After trying it 
cut they decided their own was fas- 
ter and abandoned Shelton’s auto- 
mobile.
